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. EXTRACT S'ROM EKITHOOL LIBRARY L.AWn. 

Section 3466, as amended by chapter 132, laws of 1905 : It is 
hereby made the duty of the Oregon Library Oommission to 

ftrepare annually lists of books suitable for use in school 
ibraries and to make rules regulatine selections from such 
lists. Such lists shall state the retail and mailins price of 
each book, and said price shall be the lowest obtainable by 
the Oommission by receiving bids from more than one respon- 
sible dealer. It shall be the duty of the Ck)mmis8ion to furnish 
the county superintendent copies of such lists and rules, from 
time to time as issued, for distribution to school officers. 
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INFORMATION FOR SCHOOL OFFICERS 

This list is issued to comply with the law and will remain in force until a 
new one is supplied or notice of cancellation sent to county superintendents. 
It is limited to books which may be bought from regular book dealers, and 
does not include subscription books, annuals, state and national publications, 
out-of-print books, text-books adopted by the State Board, pamphlets, or 
paper bound books. One copy will be sent to each district and it should be 
preserved as a check list and buying list for the future. 

The arrangement is numerical by sections as given in the outline of classi- 
fication in the table of contents, and entries are numbered consecutively to 
facilitate ordering. Numbers for the Dewey decimal system of classification 
have been given at the head of each section as it is the simplest and most 
universally used of any published scheme for the numbering and arrange- 
ment of books in libraries. 

Books for high schools are given in a separate list, which supplements 
this list in all classes. The high school list will be sent to any Oregon school 
without charge, upon request. ^ 

In capitalization the library practice has been followed, allowing capitals 
only for the first word of every title or alternative title of books and period- 
icals; and for proper names occurring in the title. 

The list has been compiled in consultation with children's librarians and 
with teachers. The notes have been added for the benefit of teachers who 
may use the list as a guide in assigning supplementary reading. The most 
durable bindings have been selected, and special library binding, at a slight 
additional cost, specified for nos. 862, 890, 1015, and 1023. 

Durable, inexpensive editions have been chosen, those with good text, 
print, paper, and binding. School editions have usually been included. No 
paper covered books, and no poor editions will be supplied. The editions 
used are, in a few cases, more expensive than editions of the same work often 
supplied by book dealers. It is, however, generally considered an economy 
to pay more for a more durable, attractive book, well printed on good paper. 

Books have been included only upon personal knowledge of their merits 
and after careful examination of all works which seemed to have any claim 
to consideration. The aim has been to use those which will be of direct 
assistance to the pupil in his school work, books for supplementary or col- 
lateral reading, and others which will encourage reading by proving its 
pleasures, and by stimulating interest. Some of the books are for the school- 
room, and others for home use. They cover a wide range of subjects and 
may be the means of teaching faith in books as tools, and reliance upon the 
recorded experience of man, making for economy of time and effort. A few 
text-books of recognized merit, some useful handbooks, and good editions of 
the poets have been added for the benefit of the teachers and the more 
mature readers. Special lists for teachers have been made in order to secure 
a lower price on those books which they will buy with their own money for 
their professional libraries. 

About the orders. (See Oregon school library law in Appendix I) 

A county tax for school libraries of ten cents for each child of school age 
is required by law. 

Books purchased from this fund must be chosen from the State list, the 
order forwarded to the county superintendent, and bought through the Ore- 
gon Library Commission, which has contracted for delivery of books to 
counties at a very low rate, made possible by purchasing in quantity and at 
one time. The prices include delivery at the county seats. 



IV INFORMATION FOR SCHOOL OFFICERS 

The law reouires school directors to select books between the first Mon- 
day of July ana the first Monday of Au^fust in each year. 

Teachers should be called upon to aid in the selection in order to secure 
books most needed in school work. 

If order is not received by the tenth day of August of each year, the 
Commission is required to act for the district. 

Each district will receive from the county superintendent notification of 
the amount of its appropriation from the county fund and the balance from 
the preceding year, which shall in all cases be credited to the district. 

Orders must be sent on the order sheet printed by the Commission, which 
will be furnished by the county superintendent. 

The county superintendent will appoint for each district a librarian who 
shall keep proper record of the books and prepare items for the annual re- 
port. Teachers are held responsible for books placed in the schoolrooms. 

It is the intention of the law to establish scnool libraries, and orders for 
sets of books for class use will not be filled unless accompanied by remit- 
tance for the extra amount. The amount apportioned to each district must 
not be exceeded, even by one cent, without inclusion of mone^ or draft to 
cover the excess. Any balance on the account will be credited to the dis- 
trict and added to the next apportionment. 

Books for teachers, and those in the teachers' professional library, nos. 
1091-1136, must be paid for when ordered. This section contains many books 
of value to school officers. 

Fifty dollar library. A selection of the best books for first purchase is 
given on page xv. This collection should be made before other books are con- 
sidered. 

Prices. The prices were secured through bids, the lowest bidders agree- 
ing to furnish books at prices quoted in the column headed "school price," 
including delivery at the county seat, for the annual order. County super- 
intendents will arrange for local transportation, and will send necessary 
directions to districts. These prices are for orders in quantity and are fur- 
nished to school libraries ordy and for the purchase provided for by law. 
This rate will not he given to indimdvuls nor to dealers. Schools are advised 
to save their funds for this purchase to secure every advantage in buying. 
It is not necessary to buy through the Commission to secure school price on 
books bought with special funds raised by the district. The firm wnich has 
the contract for supplyine the annual order will sell the books to any school 
library, at any time, for the price quoted, but will add cost of transportation 
from Portland, Books are delivered to county seat free of charge but once a 
year, at the time of the annual order through the Commission. The same 
rates will not be allowed for books not included in this list, and such orders 
will not be forwarded by the Commission. The State dealer for 1907-08 is 
the J. K. Gill Co. of Portland. 

The retail price of each book is auoted for the benefit of individual buy- 
ers and that school officers may know what rate of discount has been 
secured. Many works are published as net books, and a ten per cent, dis- 
count is the largest allowed by the publishers. Such books have been avoided 
when possible to substitute an equally good book at a lower price. 

How to select. A $50 list of some of the best books is given on page 
XV. Small schools are advised to select these in the order given, as they 
give the best value for the money, covering a wide range of interests. 
Next, the books marked with asterisks may be chosen as they are all pop- 
ular, readable, and reasonable in price. It is wise to choose books within the 
capacity of the greater number of pupils, not forgetting inexpensive books 
for the little people who are learning to read, and need attractive books which 
will make readers of them through the desire to get pleasure from the printed 
page. It is better to get simple books easily comprehended than to buy those 
which will be unread because too difficult. 

One copy of each book will serve for the small school. Extra copies may 
be added in districts in which there are several buildings, and of books suit- 
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able for several grades. It is advisable to replace worn copies of the best 
books. 

How to order and check. Order by number and title on blanks pro- 
vided for the purpose, stating number of copies desired and school price of 
book. Include no books except those on the list. Send the order sheet to 
the county superintendent, with draft or money order for any amount in 
excess of apportionment. Keep copy of order and check it when the books 
are delivered, reporting shorts, errors, and imperfect or soiled copies to the 
county superintendent, who will send directions in regard to them. 

Dictionaries. Dictionaries may not be bought with the county fund, but 
a reduced price and free transportation may be secured by ordering at the 
same time, forwarding the money {by draft or money order) to the county 
superintendent. The Commission will accejjt orders accompanied by remit- 
tances, furnishing latest editions with marginal indexes at the prices noted 
below. These prices will not be allowed on orders sent to the dealer, but 
only on those sent through the county superintendent and the Commission 
at the time of the annual purchase.

Cyclopedias. The Commission decided not to include any subscription 
books in the list, because no satisfactory contract prices could be made and 
because such books should be bought only after investigation in the second- 
hand markets. Orders for cyclopedias may not, therefore, be sent with the 
county orders, but any school will profit by consulting the Commission before 
making such a purchase, and may leave with the Sectretary an order for a 
set to be bought from other funds, when one may be had for a fair price. 

The best cyclopedias are the New international, published by Dodd in 20 
volumes, $85; and the Universal^ Appleton, 12 volumes, $72. A poor cyclo- 
pedia is a bad investment. It is also unwise to buy one of the good ones 
from an agent without first making inquiries to find whether the set may be 
bought for less money. Cloth binding is sufficiently durable. The small 
cyclopedias by Champlin are better for grades than any single work, and, 
as they are not subscription books may be included in the order. 

Kinds of libraries. Two distinct types of school libraries are to be con- 
sidered — that of the rural school, or in the village of under 500 inhabitants; 
and the library of the city, or village, which can and should maintain a free 
public library. 

Country schools. Libraries of the first class may be more general, serv- 
ing the needs of the community as well as the more limited necessities of 
school reference and supplementary work. Such libraries should have a lib- 
eral supply of funds from benefit entertainments or special appropriations. 
The list is extended somewhat to provide for these general lioranes in the 
schodlhouses as they are usually the best library centers for small commun- 
ities. 

City schools. In cities able to support public libraries, the school col- 
lection should be strictly limited to books needed in the schoolroom and 
bearing directly upon the school work. It is unwise for any town to sup- 
port two general libraries, and a wasteful method to attempt to establish a 
general circulating library at the school, which is not generally visited by 
adults, is closed several months of the year, and is not provided with a libra- 
rian whose duty it is to care for the books and make them most useful to 
the community. The library in the city school should be supplementary to 
the public library, avoiding duplication, should be cared for by the libra- 
rian of the public library, and snould be deposited in that library during the 
long vacation. 
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Vacation use. The books in the rural school library should also be made 
accessible during vacations, by being placed in some public center in care of 
the appointed librarian or a substitute selected by him. 

Bules. Few rules are needed, but these should be carefully observed. 
It is extravagant and wasteful to allow books to be lost without requiring: 
recompense ; to scatter them among the families of the district, lessening 
the common store ; to neglect to keep the library property in repair by nec- 
essary mending or rebinding. This library law will be of permanent benefi t 
only if district officers require accounting for books, care for them so that 
they shall serve all the people all the time, and gradually build up creditable 
libraries. The suggestions on the care of school libraries given herewith are 
made for the benefit of those who really wish to profit by the law and to se- 
cure for their children the advantages enjoyed by those who have access to 
free public libraries. The Commission is ready to give further explanation 
and assistance, and urges upon all district officers attention to school library 
matters. 

Notes on book buying. It is not necessary to buy complete sets of the 
works of any author. An incomplete set may be completea as opportunity 
arises or occasion reauires. A very small library will need only a few of 
the best works of eacn author. When there is a choice of bindings, plain 
and substantial ones should be selected. Good cloth bindings will last for 
years, and when worn, the books may be rebound in half leather for less 
than the difference in price at the book-stores between the cloth bound copy 
and the leather bound copy. 

Books in series are usually of unequal value and should never be bought 
as a lot. The purchase of any set or series means a certain amount of 
waste, and makes the volumes which are used expensive, as the cost of un- 
used volumes must be added. 

The "complete libraries'* which some commercial houses are offering, 
are, without exception, poor investments. The only collections of books 
which any one in Oregon can afford to consider are those supplied by the 
State in its free traveling libraries. 

Buying from agents. Schools are constantly importuned by book agents 
and publishers to buy expensive sets of books. The experience of most 
small libraries proves that very few sets of large volumes are much used. 
Those that are necessary can ordinarily be purchased from the dealers at a 
considerable discount from the price made by the book agents. No books 
should be bought from them until correspondence with reputable dealers 
and the Commission has proved that the books are worthy and that lower 
prices cannot be obtained. 

Grading. It is always somewhat difficult to grade books, as so much 
depends upon previous reading, home influences, and natural aptitude. One 
boy will read far in advance of his grade, and another must be coaxed into 
reading by attractive and rather simple books. Grades have been assigned 
for the reading of the children rather than for reference use corresponding 
to the course of study. The teacher will be able to select books for her 
work, and may depend upon the list as a guide in adapting the books to the 
children of any grade. 

Library day. It is recommended that a library day be celebrated once a 
year in each district, with an attractive program from some one great author, 
that the school library books be exhibited, the benefits explained, and funds 
raised for more books. Each district might easily and profitably appropriate 
or earn an amount equal to that allowed by the county. 

Use of the books. The first essential to good use of the library is inter- 
est on the part of the teacher and familiarity with the books. The notes in 
the list will help teachers who have not time to read the books, but the most 
hasty reading will better enable the teacher to fit the books into the school 
work and into the interests of the pupils. A few books should be suggested 
for outside reading for each grade, and these should be made the subject of 
**book talks" once a week, and serve as suggestions for written work in 
composition. It is only through systematic reading of the classics adapted 
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to the interests of each period in the child's development that he will acquire a 
taste for good literature and sufficient maturity in literanr judgment to 
enable hifti to undertake the high school work in English. It is quite use- 
less to attempt advanced work in outside reading, general or supplementary, 
without the foundation built by steady practice and effort in good 'reading. 
The child does not instinctively know what to read, and is not born with fully 
developed literary taste. The teacher may guide the individual reading of 
her pupils through her knowledge of the books and of the boys and girls. 

Interest newly awakened by the geography lesson may be followed up in 
the reading; ** things to read about ** may be suggested, titles of best books 
which certain boys and girls have enjoyed may be written on the black- 
board; and, most important of all, the teacher may choose for reading aloud, 
the very best books which are somewhat too difficult for individual reading 
with ease. 

INSTRUCTIONS FOB LIBRARIANS 

Rules for the care of the library. In accordance with the law, the Ore- 
gon Library Commission has formulated the following rules for the manage- 
ment of school libraries. Prices on all supplies recommended are given on 
page X. 

1. Accession record. As soon as books are received, checked with 
order, and examined, enter them in the numerical record book, one volume 
to a line, and assign to each a number from the number of the line on which 
it is entered. This is the accession number of the book. A strong blank 
book (8x10 inches) with the lines numbered consecutively may be used for 
this purpose and ruled like the form below, or, a ruled and numbered book 
may he bought. 

Pill each blank and keep record carefully. The annual inventory of small 
libraries shall be taken by checking the contents of the library by this book.

2. Mark of ownership. Stamp or write neatly the name of the dis- 
trict and school on page 37, and on the inside of the front cover. Mark the 
accession number under the name of the district in each place. The number 
of district is also on the pocket. 

3. Opening a new book. Open the books as directed below. This will 
make them more durable. 

Lay the book, back downward, on a table or smooth surface. Press the front cover 
down until it touches the table, then the back cover, holding the leaves in one hand 
while you open a few at the back, then at the front, alternately, pressing them down 
gently until you reach the center of the volume. This should be done two or three 
times. Never open a book violently nor bend back the covers. It is liable not only 
to break the back, but to loosen the leaves. 

4. Cutting. Cut {)ages with blunt paper cutter, being earful not to 
cut the back of any section, and to leave a clean edge on each leaf. 
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5. Covers. Cloth or paper covers should not be used. The best pro- 
tection to book covers is the French varnish. Varnished books may be 
washed, and all spots, including ink spots, will come off. 

6. Preparation for loaning. Paste a folded pocket on the inside of 
the back cover of each book which will be loaned and write the number of 
the book on it. This pocket is to hold the book card when the book is in the 
library. (Send to county superintendent or to Commission for sample.) 
Write a book card for each volume, giving the author, title, and number of 
the book. This card shall be kept in the pocket when the book is in the 
library and removed and used for record of each loan. Paste a date slip 
(plain or printed) on the fly-leaf opposite the pocket. This slip is a euide to 
the reader, and may be omitted in the small school, until it is found neces- 
sary. (See directions for loaning books on page ix.)

The book pockets and cards for new books may be furnished by the 
county superintendent, and should be purchased for all books in the library. 

7. Arrangement on shelves. Arrange the books on shelves, with a 
strong book support or covered brick at the end of each row. Move this 
support as books are taken out and keep books upright on the shelves to pre- 
vent breaking of binding. Keep books at the outer edge of the shelves that 
titles may be read without inconvenience. Emphasize neatness and order 
in arrangement. If books are kept in a cupboard, or locked case, have the 
same regard for order, place them on end so the backs may be seen, and 
open the case for display of books at least twice each week. 

The classification numbers, given in the table of contents and at the head 
of each section, should be put on the backs of books in libraries having over 
200 volumes, and the volumes should be arranged on the shelves by these 
class numbers. 

8. To CARE FOR BOOKS. Instructions on care of books should be given 
before any are loaned. The following reminders should be read aloud and 
written on the blackboard: 

Do not mark them with pen or pencil. 
Do not turn down corners of leaves. 
Do not wet the finprers to turn leaves. 
Do not use a thick book-mark. 
Do not lay an open book face downward. 
Do not break the back by forcing open. 
Do not handle except with clean hands. 
Do not forget to protect from the rain. 
Do not fold covers together backward. 
(See also page xii.) 

9. Rules for borrowers. The following rules should be adopted and 
made known to all borrowers. Extracts from these rules should be printed 
on the book pockets. The rules should generally be enforced without dis- 
crimination or partiality, but the teacher may allow pupils to work out their 
fines, and should remit fines in cases where they will work hardship, and 
where the retention of the book was unavoidable. 
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Borrowers— Any pupil Is entitled to draw books by making application to the 
teacher. Any resident of the district may borrow books not needed In the school 
work. 

Any person other than pupils attending school, or residents In the school district, 
may become entitled to the privileges of the library by the payment of an annual 
fee of $1 or a monthly membership fee of 25 cents. 

Books loaned to minors, not In attendance upon the school, shall be charged to 
their parents, guardians, or other parties with whom they reside, who shall be re- 
sponsible for the books under these regulations. 

Number of volumes— l<ia,ch borrower may draw one work at a time, being entitled 
to both parts of a two- volume book. 

Time kept^A book may be kept two weeks from the date of Issue, and may be once 
renewed for the same period, unless reserved for another borrower. Books marked 
seven day book may be kept for that time only and cannot be renewed. 

Fines- A fine of one cent a day shall be paid for each book kept over fourteen 
•days without renewal. Fines will be collected for injuries to books beyond reasona- 
ble wear, for marking, turning corners of leaves, and for soiling pages or cover. No 
book shall be loaned to any one to whom a book or an unpaid fine is charged. Charges 
for injuries shall be made as follows: 

For a leaf or section of a book torn out, lost, or soiled so as to render it illegible, 
the cost of the book ; and if one of a set, the cost of a new set. In either of the above 
. -cases the person paying the fine shall be entitled to the set or book so injured. • 

For injuries which shall necessitate reblndlng, the fine shall be the cost of reblnd- 
ing plus the cost of transportation to and from the bindery. 

For any Injury beyond ordinary wear, an amount proportionate to the injury, to 
be estimated by the librarian, subject to revision, upon appeal, by the board of 
■directors. 

Lost books— The retail price will be collected for lost books and for those not re- 
turned or renewed after six weeks from date of loan. But if the book be afterwards 
returned, the charge for such shall be remitted ; and the fine for not returning the 
book shall be levied up to the time of notification of loss ; provided, that In no case 
shall the amount of fine exceed the cost of the book. 

Reference 6ooA:«— Books essential to school work may be made reference books for 
use In the school room, and loaned during vckcatlon periods only. 

10. Loan system. To loan a book, take the book card from the pocket, 
ivrite the date and name of the borrower in columns indicated, and write 
the date also on the date slip opposite the pocket. This date is a guide to 
the borrower, as he must return the book within two weeks from date of 
issue. The book card is the record held in the school to show when and to 
whom the book was loaned. File cards for book? loaned alphabetically by 
surname of author, in tray, box, or package kept at the teacher's desk. 
The teacher may allow borrower to sign his name on book card and to date 
the slip, but the book card should be dated and filed by the librarian. 

When the book is returned, it should be carefully examined to see that 
it is in good condition. Find book card, write date of return on it and 
place it in pocket of book. Care must be taken to put the right card into 
each book. For renewal, enter date of return and charge as if drawn for 
the first time. Examine book cards at least once a week for overdue books 
and notify each person who is in arrears, collecting the fine on return of 
book. Do not lend a book to any one having a fine unpaid. 

11. Contagious diseases. If books are in circulation in a household 
where there is a contagious disease, decline to receive such books. until 
thoroughly disinfected and accompanied by physician's certificate of approval. 

12. Statistics. Statistics of total number of volumes 'loaned each day 
should be made from a count of the book cards and should be entered in a 
blank book. 

13. Condition of books. Books shall be kept in good rei)air, loose 
leaves pasted or sewed in, and new binding secured when sewing is loose. 

14. Fine money. The library fines collected shall be applied to the 
replacing of volumes and rebinding such books as may require it. Account 
of fine money should be made by the teacher to the librarian at the close of 
each term. The librarian shall keep a record of amounts received and 
expended. 

15 Vacation use. When the schoolhouse is closed during vacation 
periods, books shall be kept by the librarian who shall loan them according 
to above rules. 

16. Accounting for books. At the beginning of the school year, or 
when new books are received, the librarian shall give all books to the 
teacher, who shall receipt for them. At the close of the school year, or 
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when the teacher leaves, the librarian must receive account of all books and 
receipt to the teacher for delivery of the same.

If any person having held the office of librarian shall neglect or refuse 
to deliver to his successor all the library propertjr, the chairman of the 
board of directors shall forthwith commence an action in the name of the 
district for the recovery of the property. 

17. Annual report. Before the third Monday in June of each year, 
the librarian shall report to the clerk of each district the following items 
for report to the district board and inclusion in the report to the county 
superintendent : 

Number of volume^ in the library. 

Number added during the year : (a) From the county library fund. 
(6) From special district appropriation, (c) From other funds, (d) By gift. 

Number withdrawn during year : (a) Lost. (6) Worn out. (c) Not ac- 
counted for. 

The number of volumes loaned during the year (counting each volume 
once for each time it was loaned).

One-hall pint of flour. 
Mix the flour with a small quantity of water, and stir into a cream. Dissolve the 
alum in the water and bring to a boil ; stir in the cream, and cook for twenty minutes. 
Stir while cooking, strain, and add twenty drops of oil of cloves. 

CATALOG CARDS AND CASES 

This Commission has secured prices on outfits for cataloging, and will send list of 
supplies with addresses and prices. Outfit for 1000 volumes will cost about S9 and con- 
tains case, cards and guides. 

SUOGESTIONS FOB LIBBABIANS AND TEACHERS 

Shelving:. Provide open shelves if possible, having all books in view 
and within reach. Shelving should be built with an eight inch base, a shelf 
twelve inches in the clear at the bottom, and five or six shelves with ten 
inches between, above this. Shelves should be eight inches deep and not 
over thirty-six inches long, as they will sag if too long. Avoid high shelv- 
ing and unsightly cupboards. If books must be locked in a case, secure one 
with glass doors. 

Binding and repair. Books, like other property, must be kept in repair 
if they are to retain any value. Loose leaves may be tipped in by pasting 
an eighth of an inch along the inner edge; loose sections may be sewed in 
through the back inside the cover; books should be kept clean by erasure of 
pencil and finger marks, and by rubbing the covers with gasoline, or wash- 
ing them with soap and water applied rapidly and thoroughly dried. They are 
probably best cleaned by washing in vinegar and water, two-thirds vinegar. 
Very little paste should be used in mending, and no glue or mucils^e should 
be put on any book which is to be rebound. The influence of the Rbrary is 
greatly enhanced by a good appearance, order and cleanliness. A time will 
come m the life of any popular book when it needs the care of a specialist, 
when it must be resewed, put into a new cover and practicallv made over. 
When the sewing is loose throughout, the book, if it is worth preserving, 
should be sent to a binder. 

It will not pay to rebind cheap books, or poor books; but a book which 
is of permanent value and could not be replaced for 50 cents should be sent 
to the bindery. A rebound book is usually stronger than a new one and will 
outwear a new copy. It is impossible to rebind satisfactorily books which 
are badly torn and worn to pieces. A book should be sent to the binder 
before any leaves or sections are lost and when the back becomes loose. It 
will cost more than the difference between the price of a new copy and the 
binding price, to wait undil the book is ragged and parts are lost. Books 
with soiled leaves should not be rebound. The influence of ragged, dirty 
books is pernicious. It is a wise economy to destroy them, and a poor plan 
to keep tnem among the other books or attempt to rebind them. A freight 
box sent to the binder once a year will bring good returns. Several adjoin- 
ing districts might combine in this. 

Write to the Commission for names of binders, prices on binding, and 
specifications for durable binding. 
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Care of books. The first step toward proper care of books is a library 
house cleaning. The ragged, dirtv books should be burned, the ^ood ones 
capable of further service should oe sent to the binder, those having minor 
defects should be carefully mended. 

The next thing to be done is to brins^ the matter before readers in a talk 
explaining how to handle books and why this effort should be made to ore- 
serve property. A good example is essential to the accomplishment oi re- 
sults. The best method of keeping book covers clean is to varnish with 
French varnish made especially for this purpose. They will not then absorb 
so much grease and dirt, and may be washed. Paper covers should not be 
used as uiey conceal the attractive bindings and loosen them. When the 
inside of the book is worn and soiled there is a useless fresh cover which 
has never been seen. 

Train pupils to handle books carefully, and to keep them clean, remem- 
bering always that clean hands are necessary to keep clean books. If each 
will keep his book clean all will have a continuous supply of clean books. 
Continued carelessness should result in temporary withdrawal of library 
privileges and in prohibition of use of new books. It is much easier to teacn 
this cleanliness and carefulness while the books are new than when they be- 
come soiled. Many people will do well to cover the books while they nave 
them. Books should be wrapped in paper on rainy days, and when they are 
to be carried any great distance. The permanent success of the school libra- 
ries will depend largely upon the good care of the books and the length of 
time they will wear. Good care of books should not, however, be harped 
upon until people are afraid to use them. The formation of right habits is 
more valuable than the saving of the money involved. 

The following selections from book marks appeal to little children and 
may help toward care of books if read to them or written on the blackboard:

MAXSOX BOOK MARK 

Once upon a time a Library Book was overheard talking to a little boy who had 
just borrowed It, and this is what it said: 

" Please do not handle me with dirty hands. I should feel ashamed to be seen when 
the next little boy borrowed me. 

" Or leave me out in the rain. Books can catch cold as well as children. 

"Or make marks on me with your pen or pencil. It would spoil my looks. 

"Or lean on me with your elbows when you are reading me. It hurts. 

"Or open me and lay me face down on the table. You wouldn't like to be treated so. 

"Or put between my leaves a pencil or anything thicker than a single sheet of 
thin paper. It would strain my back. 

"Whenever you are through reading me, if you are afraid of losing your place, 
don't turn down the corner of one of my leaves, but have a neat little Book Mark to 
put in where you stop, and then close me and lay me down on my side, so that I may 
have a good rest. 

"Remember, I want to visit a great many other boys and girls after you are 
through with me. 

"Besides, I may meet you again some day, and you would be sorry to see me look- 
ing old and torn and soiled. Help to keep me fresh and clean, and I will help you to 
be happy." 

The following extract from an article in a school journal is suggestive : 

The school library is a "tell-tale." Ragged, dirty volumes, showing careless use, 
followed by disuse, betray the slovenly teacher and his Imitators behind the desks. 
Clean volumes, bearing the marks of loving use, betoken a wholesome regard for 
good books, which respect even the garb in which they are clothed. Oomparatlvely 
few teachers and librarians clearly recognize the opportunities which their libraries 
offer them to train children in a fundamental civic virtue. Good books, when new. 
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are a joy. Bvery child feels It a pleasure to have a favorite author in a clean dress. If 
each borrower from the library will exercise due care all may have the comfort of 
reading all the- new volumes before they are soiled. All may have the comfort of 
feelinff that they have contributed to the pleasure of their comrades. This is the 
fundamental thing in good citizenship— a wholesome respect for the rights of others, 
the feeling that we are all copartners in public affairs. This view of the subject 
"Wins boys and girls when scoldings for ill treatment of books would have little effect. 
Many a teacher nullifies his precepts by his examples in his handling of text- 
books before his classes. In turning corners of the leaves, in leaving volumes face 
downwards on dusty desks, he shows his lack of appreciation of good books. One 
whose duties lead him to visit many schools and public libraries sees striking evi- 
dences of the different results secured by teachers having similar opportunities and 
comes to feel that the carelessness that allows the school library to be unsightly is 
due to a fundamental ignorance of the province of the school in preparing for life 
and citizenship.—/^. A. Hutchins. 

Circulating books. Pupils should have access to the library during school 
hours. The privilege of reading may be the reward for learning the lesson 
quickly, and will be a preventive measure in so far as mischief is concerned. 
Loans should be made at stated times or hours, at least once or twice a week, 
and every day, if possible. 

Duties of librarian. The record of books purchased must be kept by 
the librarian appointed by the county superintendent. The teacher, who has 
charge of the oooks in the schoolroom, is deputy librarian and is responsible 
to the librarian for the care of the books. The simple loan system which 
has been explained in the rules will serve every purpose and take little time. 
It is not safe to depend upon the memory, and method should be introduced. 
With home-made supplies the expense will be slight. The children will gladly 
serve as schoolroom librarians and can be made most efficient helpers in re- 
cording loans and statistics, and in keeping the book shelf in order. One 
pupil might well be made responsible for the library for a definite period, 
oemg formally appointed, so that the care of the library shall become a 
matter of pride. 

Guiding the reading. It is the privilege of the teacher to introduce 
children to the great authors and their famous characters. One who fails 
to do this, but chooses rather to allow them to associate with very ordinary 
people, the vulgar and low characters of poor books, is undoing the influ- 
ence of the school, and bringing in a poor substitute for decent companion- 
ship. Children do not know instinctively about books. The way to secure 
pleasure and profit throuh them must be pointed out by one who knows. 
When the objectionable books have been weeded out, the task is to secure 
careful reading, to prevent over-readinc: and careless skimming of books. 

A word of warning against **fair'' books may not be out of place. The 
average person avoids indecent books, but is not so careful to weed out the 
books not positively immoral, but lacking every element of good literature. 
There are,* in school libraries, many so-called * 'light*' books, written in the 
poorest English, insipid and trashy in plot which **do not hold the mirror 
up to Nature nor to society, nor to the real currents of human thought, '* but 
**mirror the distorted notions of persons of very shabby principles." Such 
reading is not harmless, but is peculiarly destructive to the moral as well as 
the literary sense. It is important to make sure that the boys and girls read 
only the best books, those written by intelligent, high-minded men and 
women. Children should learn what to read as soon as they master the me- 
chanics of reading. The ability to read is but the small beginning, which 
must be followed by training in the choice and use of books. 

Cooperation with public libraries. The school and public libraries are 
both supported by the public, and should supplement each other. The libra- 
rian of tne public library should be adviser for the school library, and may 
often serve as librarian for both. The books should not be duplicated, except 
those of which many copies are needed. A combination of forces will result 
in a saving to any locality and the strengthening of the library interests. 
Occasionally the public library should be housed in the school building, and 
usually the school library should be deposited with the public library during 
the long vacation. If the libraries are to be combined as to service, the 
business records of each should be kept separately and the ownership desig- 
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nated by marks in the books. A joint catalog and loan system may be used. 

Full information in regard to cooperation may be had from the Commis- 
sion. 

City school libraries. Districts which have several school buildings may 
administer their libraries more economically by establishing a traveling librarv 
system. This may be done by making up different libraries, one Tor eacn 
building, and exchanging each for another set at the end of a term, each 
building having each set of books for one term. This is much more eco- 
nomical and satisfactory than duplication of books for each building. City 
superintendents may get from the Commission full information in regard to 
the system, with samples of necessary blanks and forms. 

Glassiflcation. When the library contains over two hundred volumes, 
arrange the books by subject, assigning to each the class number given at 
the head of each section in this list and make a numerical arrangement on 
the shelves. Write this number on the pocket and book card with the acces- 
sion number, and also on the back of the book, using India ink on light books 
and Pomeroy's white ink on dark ones. Put French varnish or shellac on 
over the number. Fiction has no number and should be arranged alpha- 
betically by author's name, which should be on the back of the book. 
Reference book^ are usually set aside, are not circulated and are marked 
Ref. or with an asterisk (*). The outline of classification is printed in this 
list on page ii. By using these subject numbers and shelving together 
books with the same number, books on a subject will be brought together, 
and the library will have some order, a definite place for each volume. 
When there are several books in the same number, arrange them alphabet- 
ically by author. If desired, the initial letter of the author's name may be 
used below the class number. Label each shelf with the number of the 
class and the name of the subject to facilitate proper placing of books and 
ease in finding them. 

Cataloging. This list should be checked and copy preserved as a catalog 
of books owned by the district. The Commission will supply sufficient number 
of copies so that every teacher in city schools may have checked copy of 
books owned by the school. If card catalog is desired, copies may be cut 
and pasted on cards. 

When the library has over one hundred volumes, some alphabetical record 
of its contents will be useful. When the annual order is being compiled the 
directors will want to know whether the library contains a book by a certain 
author, of some particular title, or on some subject. The teacher will often 

Erofit by being able to ascertain speedily and accurately just what is availa- 
le for her work and for assigned readings on a topic in history, geography, 
or nature study. This record of books in the library is its catalog. 

A printed catalog is an unwarranted expense and is out of date with the 
first purchase of books after printing. The catalog on cards is universally 
used in libraries because of its permanency. It need never be rewritten 
and is kept to date by insertion of cards for each book added. The cards 
should be legibly written in permanent black ink, and should be locked into 
a case in which they may be consulted without removal. 

The most complete and useful catalog* is one giving the contents of the 
library in one inaex alphabetically arranged by author, title, and subject. 
Such a catalog must not be hastily made. The most careful teachers must 
work to record for the use of all the subjects touched upon in the different 
books. Full rules for cataloging have been printed, and no extensive work 
should be undertaken without further instruction which will, upon request, 
be sent by the Commission. 

The A. L. A. catalog noted on page 158 should be secured as an aid in 
classification if the library contains books not in this list. 

Free books. See Appendix II for list of public documents. 

For the debating society. Some aids for debating societies are given 
in Part II. 

The Commission has some debate libraries, each of which contains ma- 
terial on both sides of some public question. A library will be loaned toany 
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high school or debating society which will pay transportation charges. 
These collections are also desirable for high school themes. They contain 
selections from books and periodicals, speeches, hearings before congres- 
sional committees, laws, briefs, and lists of references. The cost of trans- 
portation will be 25c to 75c each way.

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SCHOOL I^IBBABT LAW 

Library fund— Section 3462, as amended by chapter 132, laws of 1905. 
The county court of the several counties of this State which have a popula- 
tion of 4ess than one hundred thousand inhabitants are hereby required to 
levy, at the same time they levy other taxes, a tax upon all taxable prop- 
erty in their counties for school library purposes, whicn shall aggregate an 
amount which shall not be less than ten cents per capita for each and all the 
children within the county between the ages of four and twenty years, as 
shown by the then preceaing school census, which shall be collected at the 
same time, and by the same officers, as other taxes are collected, and such 
aggregate sum, when so levied and collected, shall be known as the general 
school library fund of the county, and such fund shall be set aside and used 
for no other than school library purposes, in the manner hereinafter pro- 
vided for. 

County treasurer to certify to school superintendent — Section 3463, 
as amended by chapter 132, laws of 1905. It is hereby made the duty of the 
county treasurer to certify to the county school superintendent, on the first 
Monday of July of each year, the total amount in the general school library 
fund in his hands subject to apportionment by the county school superin- 
tendent. 

Superintendent to make apportionment — Section 3464, as amended 
by chapter 132, laws of 1905. The county superintendent shall, upon the first 
Monday of July of each year, make an apportionment of the entire general 
school library fund, provided for in this act, then in the county treasury, in 
the following manner: Of the general school library fund collected in pursu- 
ance of the general school library levy of the county court he shall apportion 
to each district in his county that has reported to him according to law, in 
proportion to the number of persons in each district over four and under 
twenty years of age, as shown by the last school census. When such ap- 
portionment has been made he shall immediately notify the districts of 
their respective shares and shall also notify the Oregon Library Commission 
of the amount of money apportioned to each district, and the number of 
school children in each district. 

Purchase of books— Section 3465, as amended by chapter 132J laws of 
1905. Between the first Monday of July and the first Monday of August in 
each year, the directors of each district and the county superintendent shall 
select from the lists prepared and furnished by the Oregon Library Commis- 
sion and according to the rules of such Commission as in section 3466 pro- 
vided, such books as are desired for their district, the aggregate mailing 
price of which shall not exceed the amount apportioned to such district from 



the general school library fund for the current year, and immediately upon 
ipaking such selection the county superintendent shall mail a copy of the list 
so selected to the Oregon Library Commission; provided, that if the Commis- 



sion is not notified of such selection by the tenth day of August of each year, 
the Commission shall make the selection for such district. As soon as the 
Commission has obtained lists of books for all school districts selected in the 
manner above provided, it shall order such books from the dealer or dealers 
who have agreed to furnish them at the lowest price. At the time of order- 
ing the books the Commission shall notify the county superintendent of each 
county of the amount of money such books as have been ordered for the dis- 
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tricts in his county will cost, including expense of transportation to each 
district, and upon receipt of such notice each county superintendent shall 
draw a warrant in favor of the Orejfon Library Commission for such amount 
and transmit the same to the Commission, who shall thereupon settle with 
the dealer or dealers for the books purchased. Upon the delivery of the 
books so ordered, the Commission shall cause them to be distributed to the 
respective school districts according to the lists furnished by such districts. 

Liists of suitable books— Section 3466, as amended by chapter 132, laws 
of 1905. It is hereby made the duty of the Oregon Library Commission to 
prepare annually lists of books suitable for use in school libraries and to 
make rules regulating selections from such lists. Such lists shall state the 
retail and mailing price of each book and said price shall be the lowest ob- 
tainable by the Commission by receiving bids from more than one responsible 
dealer. It shall be the duty of the Commission to furnish the county super- 
intendent copies of such lists and rules, from time to time as issued, for 
distribution to school officers. 

Secord of books to be kept — Section 3467, as amended by chapter 132, 
laws of 1905. It shall be the duty of each county superintendent to keep a 
complete record of the books purchased and distributed by him, together 
with the purchase price of said books. 

liibrarian— Section 3468, as amended by chapter 132, laws of 1905. The 
county superintendent shall appoint a librarian who shall receive and have 
the care and custody of the books, and shall loan them to the teachers, 
pupils, and other residents of the district, in accordance with the rules and 
regulations prescribed by the Oregon Library Commission for the control 
and management of school libraries. Each librarian shall keep a complete 
record of the books furnished by the board of directors. During the periods 
that the school is in session the library shall be placed in the schoolhouse, 
and the teachers shall be responsible to the district for its proper care and* 
protection. The district board shall have supervision of all books, and shall 
make an equitable distribution thereof among the schools of the district. 

" Bules and regulations — Section 3469, as amended by chapter 132, laws 
of 1905. It is hereby made the duty of the Oregon Library Commission to 
formulate and prescribe rules and regulations not inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this act for the control and management of all school libraries 
that may be purchased in accordance with this act.

The railroad and steamship companies issue most attractive descriptive 
pamphlets which contain many illustrations and often have well written 
texts. These are very useful in geography work. They are advertised in 
the backs of magazines and may be had for the asking, or for a few stamps 
at the most. 

PEBIODIOAIiS 

Current periodicals. Many of the most valuable contributions to modem 
literature are found in the current periodicals, and they are therefore a very 
impiortant part of the equipment of a library. A carefully selected list of 
periodicals for a school library is given below. Local conditions must de- 
termine which shall be selected. Those which are indexed in Poolers index 
or the Readers* guide y noted below, are of permanent as well as temporary 
value. It is usually better to buy a few good magazines than to nave a 
larger number of cheap periodicals which are often of poor quality and exist 
largely for advertising purposes. The library should supply the more ex- 
pensive things which people can not generallv afford to buy. The latest 
numbers of the current periodicals should be placed on tables and should be 
kept in good order. There are many good temporary binders which can be 
used for this purpose. List and prices will be sent upon application to the 
Commission. The preceding numbers should be carefully filed away until 
the volume is completed and ready for binding, but these unbound files 
should be kept where they may be easily accessible for reference.

Bound periodicals. The value of the sets of bound periodicals for refer- 
ence work can hardly be overestimated. For liitle more than the expense 
of binding, libraries may acquire invaluable material. If a library can not 
afford to bind, the magazines may still be made very convenient for use by 
tying them neatly into volumes, arranged by volume and number, not by 
year and month. "Even the so-called popular magazines include something 
of politics, social questions, art, economics, and, further, exercise care in 
selecting only phases of the subjects uppermost in the public mind. The 
articles, a majority of which never appear in book form, are written by the 
most able men of the day. Books, especially those on scientific subjects 
and. current affairs, are frequently out of date before they are bound. Con- 
sequently, if one wishes to make an exhaustive study of any subject of 
S resent interest, he will look to the magazines rather than to books ¥or en- 
ghtenment, knowing that by virtue of their frequent issues, the former 
become a contemporaneous source of information. Files of good periodicals 
constitute an encyclopedia brought down to date. . . Valuable tnough the 
vast mass of information may be which lies buried in the files of numerous 
publications, it is a locked treasure house until the master key is secured- 
Even the librarian at times cannot remember where he has seen articles on 
this or that subject, or he may not remember that any such articles have 
been printed.'* 

The indexes make this knowledge accessible. They supply at a moment's 
notice references on any subject worthy of magazine space. 

The school library should bind only those periodicals which are included 
in the indexes noted below and should first secure the more recent volumes 
of the most valuable sets. It is now advisable to collect for the past five 
years and to buy the late index. A systematic collection of periodicals 
should be made in every town. The house-cleaning season is an especially 
good time to make an appeal. 

Indexes. As working aids the periodicals would be practically worthless 
but for the indexes which cover in one volume or alphaoet the contents of a 
great number of magazines for a given period. These make accessible ma- 
terial not to be found in other sources; also much that is available else- 
where, presented in a condensed, brief form, convenient for ordinary uses. 
They also save duplication of many books, first published in magazines.

This list is supplementary to Part 1, Books for elementary schools, and 
the numbers are continuous. It contains none of the text-books on the State 
list. No titles included in the first part are duplicated, but reference has 
been made under each section to entries in that part which are desirable 
for high schools, and without which this list would be incomplete. Books 
for teachers and those on the history of the Pacific Northwest are given 
only in Part 1. The present list is limited to books which bear directly 
upon the school work outlined in the State manual, with the addition of a 
few college stories and books about the colleges, and some books on business 
and professional life. 

High schools should depend upon public libraries for necessary books 
for outside reading; for the biographies, books of travel, and the general 
literature usually assigpied for library readings. The list for grades con- 
tains titles of many books suitable for the general reading of high school 
pupils, especially for those who have read but little and are quite unpre- 
pared to profit from books of a more advanced character. The needs of 
these untrained readers have been kept in mind, and a few simple books 
have been added to each section for the benefit of those who are not habitual 
readers of good books. 

Some of the works included are for the use of teachers and reference, 
being somewhat advanced for use by high school pupils. 

The list is arranged by class numbers from the Dewey decvmal classifi- 
cation. These numbers, given at the head of each section, should be put 
on the backs of the books which should be arranged on the shelves in numer- 
ical order. For instructions in regard to cataloging and classifying, see 
preface to Part 1, and write to the Commission. Information on diction- 
aries, cyclopedias, and government documents is given in Part 1.

Novels by their assimilation to the forms of everyday life and 
speech, by their detailed presentations of scenes as closely as possible 
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School, 
price 
in tbe spirit and tone of the real life of men and women, tend rather 
to quicken this awkwardness and self-consciousness. Boys and girls in 
the first year or two of the high school have little command of imper- 
sonal speech, of general speech. When they utter opinions frankly, it 
is to them as if they had turned theinselves inside out. They do not 
like to do it under compulsion of class discussion of love stories. Nor 
are they, und^r such circumstances, likely to be honest. A little later, 
when they have lived a little longer with the larger life of emotion 
and have acquired more self-possession and more command of speech, 
they are ready for this classroom work with novels. And when they 
are ready for it, few things can be more fundamentally and perma- 
nently helpful. Few things can help them to feel more deeply the sig- 
nificance of personal relations, the dignity and beauty of love, its 
essential sanctity, and the obligations and responsibilities it places on 
the individual life. Few things can give a clearer view of the pressure 
of community life on tbe individual, of the inevitable shaping of the 
individual life by social forces, of the reaction, too, of the individual 
on society. Few things can bring more sharply home to these lives, 
fancying themselves perhaps isolated, solitary, and misunderstood, 
the amazing likeness of all human lives growing out of the human 
nature common to all. Few things can fill them with deeper respect 
- for what is worthy in feeling and conduct, with a deeper comprehen- 
sion of the meaning of conduct that tends to dissipate the forces of 
the individual life and to disintegrate the life of organized society. Of 
course all this is said on the supposition that the novels chosen for use 
are well chosen, and are handled by the teacher frankly and plainly, 
with dignity and intelligence. The novels of Scott, George Eliot, and 
Thackeray, are peculiarly fitted for this work. . . 

All these novelists, moreover, by the solidity of their themes, the 
integrity of their thinking, tbe cleanness and truth of their feeling, 
beget a directness and dignity In their readers. This should insure In 
the classroom a wholesome atmosphere, and a ftank and self-respect- 
ing discussion. The work with novels, then, should be deferred to the 
last year. In the earlier years there is enough to do without them. As 
in the elementarv years, poetry should still be made one of the chief 
interpreters of lire.
